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Since  the  University  Dispensary  was  first  instituted  in  1834,  no 
less  than  five  others  have  been  established,  namely,  two  in  Gor- 
bals,  one  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  one  in  Gordon  Street,  and  a  fifth 
in  A'iiderston. 

At  the  University  Dispensary  many  have  been  the  instances 
where  disease  of  a  most  formidable  character  has  been  checked  in 
its  commencement;  and  many  in  which  a  long  train  of  distressing 
symptoms  have  been  traced  to  their  real  sources,  and  remedies  suc- 
cessfully applied.  The  value  of  the  instruction  which  is  obtained 
at  the  University  Hospital  and  Dispensary  continues  to  be  every 
day  more  highly  appreciated  by  the  Students  of  our  Medical 
School.  The  number  of  Students'  tickets  issued  during  the  first 
twelve  months  after  the  Institution  was  opened  in  November,  1834, 
was  fifty-three;  in  the  second  twelve  months,  sixty;  and  in  the 
third,  seventy-one.  During  last  year  the  revenue  accruing  from 
this  source  was  no  less  than  .£47,  10si)*T/T?T  r  - 

Students,  in  their  attendance  on  the  practice  of  the  University 
Dispensary,  are  made  familiar  with  the  mode  of  questioning  and 
examining  patients,  and  of  ascertaining  the  most  important  symp- 
toms under  which  they  labour  ;  '  and  they  are  thus  enabled  to  pre-j 
pare  themselves  for  the  difficulties  which  they  must  encounter  when 
they  first  enter  on  practice.  They  are  made  acquainted  also  with 
the  manner  of  prescribing  medicines,  and  of  selecting  the  appro- 
priate remedies  in  a  vast  variety  of  those  more  common  diseases 
which  fall  under  the  care  of  the  general  practitioner. 

The  Directors  deeply  regret  that  they  are  obliged,  after  pre- 
senting this  cheering  account  of  the  beneficial  effects  of  the 
Institution,  both  in  relieving  disease  and  in  diffusing  medical 
knowledge,  to  call  the  attention  of  their  constituents,  and  of  the 
public  generally,  to  the  very  great  diminution  which  has  taken 
place  in  the  amount  of  subsciiptions  and  donations  during  last 
year.  They  beg  now  to  solicit  a  renewal  of  that  generous  support 
by  which  the  Directors  of  1834  were"enabled  to  place  the  Hospital 
in  its  present  very  improved  condition,  and  to  institute  that  Dis- 
pensary which  has  already  been  productive  of  so  much  good. 

Among  many  other  expenses  which  have,  during  the  last  year, 
fallen  very  heavily  on  the  Institution,  they  beg  to  mention,  in 
particular,  that  incurred  for  fuel :  and  they  take  tin's  opportunity 
of  appealing  earnestly  to  the  coalmasters  of  the  vicinity,  for  a  share 
of  that  bounty  which  these  ^ejitlemen  have  so  long  and  so  liberally 


bestowed  on  other  charitable  establishments,  possessed  of  much 
more  ample  funds,  and  annually  receiving  large  donations  and 
bequests.    Many  new  articles  of  bedding  and  furniture  are  now 
wanted  to  replace  those  which  have  been  worn  out ;  and  money  is 
required  for  purchasing  clothing  both  for  the  destitute  mothers 
f  b-  and  for  their  helpless  infants.    And  some  expense  has  been  already 
incurred  in  a  way  of  which  the  charitable  cannot  but  approve. 
Small  sums  of  money  have,  under  very  urgent  circumstances, 
been  occasionally  given  to  procure  nourishment  for  Dispensary 
^^^v  patients,  and  in  other  instances,  to  provide  a  lodging  for  the  de- 
jQjf,  serted  and  houseless  female  recovered  from  her  confinement,  and 
lift    sent  forth  into  the  world  with  an  infant  at  her  breast.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

UNIVERSITY  HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY. 


The  Directors  of  the  University  Hospital  and  Dispensary  sub- 
mit to  the  quaUfied  contributors  and  subscribers  this,  their  Fourth 
Annual  Report  of  that  Institution.  They  have  great  satisfaction  in 
being  able  to  state,  that  the  EstabUshment  continues  to  exhibit  a 
progressive  increase  of  the  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  Hospital, 
and  in  the  patients'  own  houses  ;  and  also  of  the  number  and  impor- 
tance of  those  admitted  at  the  Dispensary.  The  number  of  cases 
treated  in  the  Hospital  during  last  year  was  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  ;  and  in  1837,  one  hundred  and  five.  Of  poor  married  females 
attended  in  their  own  houses  during  1838,  there  were  two  hundred 
and  ninety- seven,  while  in  the  preceding  year  they  amounted  only  to 
one  hundred  and  eighty- eight.  Thus  the  total  of  Hospital  and  out 
cases  in  the  year  1838,  was  four  hundred  and  twenty-two. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Dispensary  in  1 837,  amounted 
to  fourteen  hundred  and  twenty- six,  while  in  the  year  just  closed  they 
have  increased  to  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  a  very  large  num- 
ber, considering  that  the  Dispensary  is  open  only  two  days  in  the 
week.  A  slight  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  Vaccinations,  but  the 
number  is  still  far  short  of  what  it  ought  to  be,  if  the  attention  of  the 
poor  were  fully  awakened  to  the  importance  of  protecting  their  chil- 
dren from  the  ravages  of  Small-pox.  Few  of  those  who  present  their 
children  for  Vaccination,  are  able  to  leave  in  pledge  even  the  small 
sum  of  sixpence,  and  when  no  pledge  is  left,  they  seldom  return  to 
furnish  a  supply  of  vaccine  lymph  for  others;  thus  great  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  obtaining  the  means  of  carrying  on  the  vaccinations 
from  week  to  week. 

The  melancholy  tales  of  distress  sometimes  told  at  the  Dispensary, 
and  the  visits  made  to  the  sick  poor  in  their  own  houses,  have  direct » 
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ed  the  attention  of  the  Physician  to  several  circumstances  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  working  classes  of  this  city,  to  which  it  may  not  be  im- 
proper to  advert,  as  they  have  a  considerable  influence  over  the  health, 
as  well  as  the  morals  of  these  people.  The  bye-streets,  lanes,  and 
alleys  of  the  city  and  suburbs  of  Glasgow,  are,  with  few  exceptions, 
exceedingly  ill-paved,  therefore  very  difficult  to  be  kept  clean,  and 
very  dirty.  They  are  very  badly  lighted,  and  some  of  them  altogether 
without  lamps;  while  the  attention  of  the  police  is  directed  chiefly  to 
the  main  streets  of  the  town,  neglecting  the  poorer  and  more  obscure 
districts.  The  state  of  Prince's  Street,  the  Vennals,  and  that  of  the 
Wynds  and  closes  in  most  parts  of  the  town,  will  serve  to  explain 
what  has  been  now  said  regarding  the  lighting,  paving,  and  cleaning 
of  those  parts  of  the  city  and  suburbs  occupied  by  the  labouring  poor. 
The  effect  of  such  a  state  of  matters  on  the  health  and  moral  habits 
of  these  people  cannot  be  otherwise  than  highly  injurious.  The  cir- 
cumstances now  mentioned  certainly  well  merit  the  attention  of  the 
Police  Commissioners,  who  have  recently  expended  large  sums  on 
the  lighting  and  paving  of  the  principal  streets  and  great  thorough- 
fares of  the  city.  The  lamps  that  illuminate  the  arches  of  the  Old 
Exchange  would  alone  suffice  to  hght  a  whole  lane,  and  the  money 
expended  on  Ingram  Street  would  have  served  to  pave  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  bye- streets  in  the  city. 

Many  of  the  dwellings  of  the  labouring  poor  are  quite  ruinous,  un- 
fit for  lodging  human  beings,  and  such  as  would  be  condemned  by 
any  board  of  inspectors.  The  institution  of  a  board  of  this  descrip- 
tion, furnished  with  authority  to  shut  up  all  places  which  are  unfit  to 
be  occupied  as  human  dwellings,  would  be  productive  of  important 
benefits  to  the  labouring  poor.  Their  dwellings  are  not  only  very 
wretched,  but  the  rents  paid  for  them  are  exorbitantly  high,  partly  from 
the  small  number  of  houses  for  the  poor,  and  partly  from  the  difficulty 
of  collecting  the  rents.  Single  rooms  are  sometimes  let  for  five  pounds 
a-year,  and  miserable  cellars  for  two  or  three.  The  rents  are  collected 
by  the  fortnight  or  even  the  week,  and  sometimes  in  advance:  thus,  the 
rents  paid  by  the  labouring  people  are  exceedingly  high,  and  charged 
at  the  rate  of  thirteen  months  to  the  year.  Great  numbers  of  the 
labouring  poor,  consisting  of  difierent  families,  are  often  crowded 
together  in  one  apartment,  with  little  regard  to  the  distinctions  of  age 
and  sex  ;  and  the  consequences,  as  might  be  expected,  are  highly  pre- 
judicial  to  the  health  and  to  the  moral  feeUngs  and  habits  of  the  in di- 
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viduals.  The  want  of  proper  dwellings  for  the  poor,  and  the  high 
rents  exacted  for  those  which  they  now  occupy,  naturally  suggest  the 
idea  of  forming  building  societies,  for  supplying  the  deficiency  at 
more  moderate  charges  :  and  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that  by 
judicious  management,  these  objects  might  be  successfully  attained 
without  any  considerable  pecuniary  sacrifice,  or  perhaps  even  with 
some  small  profit. 

The  indigent  condition  of  the  working  classes,  and  the  miserable 
dwellings  into  which  they  are  huddled,  oblige  them  to  purchase  their 
provisions  and  fuel  in  small  quantities,  sometimes  on  credit,  and  there- 
fore at  prices  which  would  be  deemed  quite  exorbitant  by  the  wealthy 
inhabitants  of  this  city.  Hence  their  small  pittance  of  wages  becomes 
still  less  adequate  to  the  supply  of  their  reasonable  wants.  The  indi- 
gence of  the  labouring  classes  in  Glasgow  is  much  greater  than  the 
rest  of  the  community  are  aware  of — a  very  small  interval  indeed 
separates  them  from  complete  destitution,  which  is  immediately  pro- 
duced by  the  sickness  of  the  head  of  the  family,  or  his  want  of  employ- 
ment. It  would  be  a  melancholy  and  painful  subject  of  statistical 
enquiry  to  endeavour  to  ascertain  how  many  individuals  in  this  great 
city,  with  all  its  masses  of  wealth,  get  up  in  the  morning  without 
knowing  where  they  are  to  find  a  meal,  and  how  many  actually  cannot 
obtain  food  without  having  recourse  to  begging  or  theft.  The  wretch- 
edness of  the  houses  occupied  by  the  labouring  classes  where  they 
are  crowded  together  in  such  numbers,  causes  them  to  congre- 
gate in  the  streets  after  the  day's  work  is  clone,  or  if  they  have  a 
few  pence,  it  leads  them  to  the  tavern  or  the  drinking  shop.  Few  of 
them,  in  fact,  can  afibrd  to  enter  a  tavern,  they  are  obliged,  therefore, 
to  swallow  their  glass  of  spirits  in  some  open  shop,  lounging  by  the 
counter,  or  against  some  bench  or  empty  cask.  The  vice  of  intem- 
perance is  indeed  making  frightful  advances  among  the  lower  classes 
of  our  population  of  both  sexes,  and  it  has  proved  the  most  powerful 
of  all  the  causes  of  their  demoralisation  and  misery,  and  the  preva- 
lence of  disease.  Even  the  children  are  taught  to  suck  in  the  poison 
— several  instances  have  occurred  at  the  Dispensary  where  mothers 
and  nurses  have  confessed  the  practice  of  giving  ardent  spirits  to 
.  infants,  and  on  one  occasion  the  writer  of  these  remarks  saw  a  wretched 
woman  in  a  dram  shop  give  a  little  girl  of  five  years  the  glass,  to 
drain  from  it  the  last  drops.  But  if  we  look  well  into  the  condition 
of  the  working  classes,  the  temptations  held  out  to  them,  and  the 
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facilities  of  obtaining  ardent  spirits,  we  shall  perhaps  be  inclined  to 
censure  them  with  less  unsparing  severity. 

Go  where  we  choose,  in  every  quarter  of  this  vast  city,  numerous 
shops  for  the  sale  of  ardent  spirits  are  to  be  met  with.  No  sooner 
is  a  new  building  erected  in  the  place  of  some  ruinous  edifice,  than 
splendid  shops  are  immediately  opened  in  it  for  the  retail  of  intoxi- 
cating hquors.  In  the  streets  most  frequented  by  the  poor,  they  are 
to  be  seen  brilliantly  illuminated  with  gas,  even  at  the  early  hour 
when  the  cotton-mill  workers  are  repairing  to  their  factories.  It  is 
not,  therefore,  matter  for  wonder,  that  these  poor  people,  scantily 
clothed  and  shivering  in  the  morning  air,  should  be  tempted  to  warm 
their  stomachs  with  a  glass  of  spirits ;  for  nothing  which  they  can 
obtain  at  that  hour,  and  for  the  small  sum  which  they  can  command, 
will  produce  the  same  grateful  feeling.  It  would  be  a  wise  employ- 
ment of  the  funds  of  Temperance  Societies,  if,  instead  of  printing 
tracts  which  are  seldom  read,  or  establishing  coffee-houses  for  those 
in  better  circumstances,  they  were  to  open  small  shops  for  the  poor, 
where  they  might  at  all  times  obtain  for  a  trifle,  hot  broth,  hot  tea,  or 
coffee,  or  chocolate,  or  ginger  tea,  or  a  glass  of  hartshorn  cordial, 
such  as  we  find  useful  in  weaning  drunkards  from  their  vicious  habits. 
Perhaps  it  would  even  be  admissible,  under  the  present  appalling 
diffusion  of  intemperance,  with  all  its  destructive  consequences,  to 
apply  to  Parhament  for  an  act  to  compel  all  who  retail  spirits  to  be 
consumed  on  the  premises,  to  have  always  ready,  for  such  customers 
as  might  desire  them,  some  of  the  warm  and  stimulating,  but  inno- 
cent beverages  mentioned  above.  Much  benefit  would  also  accrue 
from  such  an  increase  of  the  malt  duty,  and  of  the  duty  on  distilled 
spirits,  as  should  render  them  less  easily  obtained.  Petitions  from 
the  intelligent  classes  of  the  community,  caUing  on  the  Legislature  to 
stay  the  progress  of  intemperance  by  such  means  as  these,  could  not 
fail  to  be  Hstened  to.  With  regard  to  the  suppression  of  drunken- 
ness, by  the  execution  of  the  existing  laws  of  this  country,  these  have 
been  declared  by  a  high  authority*  to  be    hitherto  quite  inoperative," 

*  Mr  Reddie,  who  has  kindly  furnished  the  folloAving  information :— The  Scots 
Acts  of  Pari.  1617,  c.  20,  and  1661,  c.  19,  impose  penalties  for  drunkenness  alone: 
for  a  servant,  20s. ;  for  a  yeoman,  40s. ;  for  a  burgess,  gentleman,  or  heritor,  £10 
Scots  money,  with  an  alternative  of  corporal  punishment,  if  the  offender  be  unable 
to  pay.  By  the  statute  1661,  c.  38,  sec.  32,  justrces  of  the  peace  are  required  to 
put  these  acts  in  force  not  only  against  drunkards,  but  against  those  also  who  sell 


and  they  may  be  considered  as  in  truth  a  dead  letter.  But  several 
acts,  in  reference  to  drunkenness  in  Ireland,  were  passed  during  the 
last  reign,*  which  have  already  produced  highly  beneficial  results  in 
that  country  ;  and  some  of  the  provisions  of  which  might  with  great 
advantage  be  extended  to  Scotland.  The  clauses  particularly  alluded 
to  are  those  empowering  parishes  to  appoint  overseers  of  public 
hoiisps;  those  limiting  the  hours  and  days  during  which  public  houses, 
booths,  and  tents  may  be  open  for  the  sale  of  liquors,  and  empower- 
ing constables  and  other  officers  to  enter  such  places,  and  put  out 
persons  gaming  or  tippling  at  prohibited  hours,  and  to  punish  those 
resisting  or  found  drunk ;  also  especially  the  clauses  empowering 
magistrates  to  punish,  by  a  fine  of  five  shillings,  or  committal  from 
twelve  to  forty- eight  hours,  persons  found  drunk  in  any  public 
thoroughfare.  Inveterate  habits  of  drinking  to  excess,  both  among 
rich  and  poor,  might  be  reasonably  regarded  by  the  Legislature  as 
evidence  of  disordered  mind,  rendering  the  individuals  incapable  of 
managing  their  own  afi'airs,  and  authorising  their  being  placed  in 
confinement  for  a  limited  period,  to  be  determined  by  a  jury.  Per- 
haps one  cause  of  the  intemperance  of  the  working  classes  in  Scot- 
land, is  the  want  of  those  recreations  and  spectacles  which  they  en- 
joy in  some  other  countries  :  in  corroboration  of  which  it  may  be 
remarked,  that  on  the  occasion  of  the  rejoicings  for  her  present  Ma- 
jesty's coronation,  when  the  people  were  treated  with  various  shows 
and  innocent  entertainments,  less  intoxication  was  observed,  both  in 
this  city  and  in  London,  than  at  any  former  similar  festival.  If  we 
could  succeed  by  the  means  which  have  now  been  proposed,  or  by 
any  other,  in  materially  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  labouring 
classes,  and  in  checldng  the  diffusion  of  intemperance,  there  is  good 
ground  for  believing,  that  disease  would  be  less  frequent — that  crime 
of  every  description  would  diminish — and  that  the  soil  would  be 
found  prepared  for  the  labours  of  the  ministers  of  religion,  which,  it 
is  admitted,  are  now  so  deplorably  unsuccessful  in  extending  the 
blessings  of  Christianity  among  the  lowest  ranks  of  our  population.

Chair,  and  the  following  Report  was  read. 


SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  TUK 

GLASGOW  UNIVERSITY  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL. 


The  Directors  of  the  University  Lying-in  Hospital,  in  submit- 
ting  their  Seventh  Annual  Report  to  the  friends  of  the  Institution  and 
to  the  public,  have  much  satisfaction  in  pointing  attention  to  the  annexed 
Tables  in  proof  of  the  vast  assistance  given,  at  an  extremely  moderate 
expense,  to  the  great  cause  of  humanity  and  Christian  benevolence. 
Owing  to  the  extreme  scantiness  of  funds,  and  other  circumstances,  no 
report  of  last  year's  proceedings  was  printed,  but  at  a  meeting  convened 
by  public  advertisement,  abstracts  similar  to  those  now  produced  were 
laid  before  it ;  and  although  the  Directors  had  to  regret  the  departure 
from  Glasgow  of  their  Physician,  Dr.  Cumin,  and  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  James  Jeffray,  the  results  proved  with  what  distinguished  zeal  and 
success  Dr.  Wilson  had  discharged  the  duties  of  Physician,  until  these 
were  assumed  by  Dr.  Pagan,  the  successor  of  Dr.  Cumin  to  the  Chair 
of  Midwifery  in  the  University.  Occasion  has  been  taken  of  this  change 
in  the  Medical  Department,  to  embrace  in  the  present  Report  of  Patients 
the  period  from  Martinmas,  1840,  to  Martinmas,  1841,  in  order  to  pre- 
sent the  results  of  the  first  unbroken  year  of  Dr.  Pagan's  labours ;  and 
it  is  proposed  hereafter  to  adopt  these  terms  as  the  most  convenient  for 
commencing  and  closing  the  Annual  Reports.  The  Directors  cannot,  in 
more  clear  and  appropriate  language,  lay  their  views  before  the  friends 
of  the  Institution,  than  in  the  following  letter,  addressed  by  Dr.  Pagan 
to  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Findlay  : — 

"  83,  West  Regent  Street, 
"  Nov.  16, 1841. 

Deak  SlK, 

"  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  statement  in  figures, 
"  which  I  left  with  you  a  few  days  ago,  of  the  practice  of  the  Glasgow  University 
"  Lying-in  Hospital,  for  the  year  ending  Nov.  11th,  1841.  You  will  observe  that 
"  198  women  have  been  delivered  in  the  Hospital  during  the  last  year,  414  at 
"  their  own  houses— in  all  G12  ;  and  that  out  of  this  great  number  of  cases,  we 
"  have  lost  one  woman  only— a  degree  of  success  unequalled,  so  far  as  I  know,  in 
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"  any  similar  institution  in  the  kingdom.  While  we  have  been  instrumental  in 
*  "  affording  professional  assistance  to  so  many  of  the  poor  of  the  city  during  the 
"  period  of  their  confinement,  we  have  had  it  in  our  power,  from  the  kindness  of 
"  a  number  of  ladies,  to  distribute  clothing,  in  not  a  few  instances,  to  the  most 
"  destitute ;  and  you  will  readily  believe  that  the  amount  of  destitution  which  we 
"  have  encountered  has  been  very  great.  "While  v/e  have  been  able  to  effect  so  much 
*'  good,  and  though  the  number  of  our  patients  has  been  increased  nearly  one- 
"  sixth,  the  expense  of  the  Institution  has  not  exceeded  that  incurred  in  former 
"  years— a  sufficient  guarantee  to  the  Contributors  and  Subscribers  to  the  Hos- 
"  pital,  that  the  strictest  attention  has  been  paid  to  economy  in  the  management 
*'  of  our  affairs ;  and  it  may  confidently  be  anticipated  that  the  community  will 

enable  us,  by  the  liberality  of  their  support,  to  extend  the  benefits  of  one  of  the 
"  most  useful  of  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  City.    "We  have  continued  to 

give  advice  at  the  Dispensary  in  the  diseases  peculiar  to  women  and  children ; 

and  vaccination  has  been  offered  to  the  children  of  the  poor,  as  usual,  though,  I 
"  regret  to  say,  but  comparatively  few  have  availed  themselves  of  this  means  of 

security  against  a  most  fatal  malady.  The  number  of  students  who  attended 
"  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was  43. 

"  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  advice  and  assistance  which  I  have  received 
"  from  my  friend  Mr.  Allan  Burns,  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital,  in  those  cases  where 
"  a  consultation  was  desirable.  And  it  would  be  wrong  not  to  mention,  in  terms 
"  of  the  highest  commendation,  the  valuable  services  of  Mrs.  Thomson,  the  Ma- 
"  tron,  whose  correct  habits,  economical  management,  and  great  practical  experi- 
"  ence  as  a  Midwife,  contribute  very  much  to  the  success  of  the  Institution.  I 
"  think  it  due  to  Mrs.. Thomson  to  observe,  that  if  the  public  were  aware  of  the 
"  sleepless  nights,  and  the  incessant  toil  she  undergoes  for  the  benefit  of  the  most 
"  destitute  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  City,  we  should  be  enabled  to  offer  her  a 
"  a  more  suitable  remuneration  than  she  at  present  receives.

The  Directors  cannot  refrain  from  pointing  attention  to  the  gratifying 
fact,  that  there  should  have  occurred  only  one  death  in  the  six  hundred 
and  twelve  cases  of  Hospital  and  Out-door  patients— the  more  remark- 
able, from  the  state  of  extreme  poverty,  destitution,  and  debility,  to 
w^hich  a  vast  number  of  them  are  reduced  previous  to  delivery.  So 
striking  a  result  bears  much  stronger  testimony  to  the  skill  of  the 
Physician  and  to  the  humane  treatment  of  the  poor  patients,  than  any 
words  could  convey ;  and  must  satisfy  the  most  sceptical,  that,  great  as 
may  be  the  benefits  to  all  classes  of  society  from  the  experience  and  know- 
ledge obtained  through  this  Institution,  of  facts  and  statistics  relating 
to  this  branch  of  medical  science,  still  the  great  and  prominent  feature 
of  its  character  is  the  service  it  renders  to  poor  and  destitute  females, 
in  the  most  helpless  situation  in  which  they  can  be  placed ;  and  many  of 
whom  would  perish  miserably  but  for  the  skill  and  fostering  care  which, 
through  this  Institution,  is  extended  to  them.     The  finances  of  the 
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Institution,  the  Directors  lament  to  state,  are  now  reduced  to  a  mere 
pittance.  They  have  delayed  as  long  as  possible  from  making  an  appeal 
to  public  benevolence  for  more  liberal  support,  being  well  aware  how 
many  claims  from  other  quarters  must  be  met,  in  behalf  of  their  poorer 
fellow-creatures,  suffering  under  all  the  varied  forms  of  destitution  and 
disease;  but  there  is  now  no  alternative,  from  the  exhausted  state  of  their 
funds,  but  to  make  a  strong  application  for  pecuniary  aid,  to  enable 
them  to  continue  and  extend  its  benefits.  They  would  appeal  in  a 
more  particular  manner  to  the  tender  sympathies  of  their  female  friends 
whom  Providence  has  placed  in  a  station  of  rank  and  affluence,  and  feei 
confident,  that  to  them  the  appeal  will  not  be  made  in  vain ;  and  they 
would  respectfully  but  earnestl}''  direct  the  attention  of  the  benevolent  of 
both  sexes  to  the  incalculable  amount  of  good  accomplished,  and  to  the 
astonishingly  small  price,  in  proportion,  through  the  rigid  system  of 
economy  pursued,  at  which  that  good  is  obtained. 

In  conclusion,  the  Directors  return  their  best  thanks  to  the  Physician 
and  other  Office-bearers,  for  their  valuable  and  gratuitous  services ;  and 
they  have  great  pleasure  also,  in  taking  this  public  opportunity  of  re- 
cording their  favourable  opinion  of  the  skill  and  devoted  attention  to 
her  duties,  of  Mrs,  Thomson,  the  Matron.

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  and  Subscribers  to 
the  Glasgow  University  Lying-in  Hospital,  called  by  Public 
Advertisement,  in  the  Black  Bull  Hotel,  on  Tuesday,  2Qth  Novem- 
ber, 1842,  the  Very  Rev.  Principal  Macfarlan  %uas  called  to  the 
Chair,  and  the  following  Report  was  read. 


EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

GLASGOW  UNIYERSITY  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL. 


The  Directors  of  the  Glasgow  University  Lying-in  Hospital,  in 
submitting  to  the  friends  of  the  Institution  their  Eighth  Annual 
Report,  have  great  pleasure  in  congratulating  them  upon  its  increasing 
usefulness  and  great  importance  to  the  community  of  Glasgow ;  and 
they  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating  that,  in  the  short  period  of  eight 
years,  it  has  grown  to  be  second  only  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  among 
the  medical  charities  of  the  city. 

During  the  year  ending  November  1st,  1842,  181  women  have  been 
delivered  in  the  Hospital,  621  at  their  own  homes,  making  the  number 
of  women  for  whom  attendance  in  child-birth  his  been  provided,  no 
fewer  than  802.  Advice  continues  to  be  given  at  the  hospital  on  the 
diseases  peculiar  to  women  and  children,  and  a  day  is  set  apart  for 
vaccinating  the  children  of  the  poor. 

The  number  of  women  delivered  during  the  present  year  exceeds 
that  of  the  last  by  190;  and,  during  the  last  two  years,  1,414  women 
have  been  attended  in  their  confinement  from  this  institution.  The 
rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  is  the  best  proof  which  can  be 
offered  of  the  confidence  which  the  poor  entertain  of  the  careful  and 
humane  treatment  which  they  receive.  The  result  of  the  practice  is 
not  less  gratifying  than  its  increasing  amount,  the  mortality  for  the 
last  two  years  having  been  unprecedentedly  small,  seven  women  only 
out  of  1,414  having  died.  The  vast  amount  of  practice  which  the 
students  of  the  university  have  an  opportunity  of  witnessing  in  this 
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•  department  of  practical  medicine,  renders  the  University  Hospital  a  most 
important  public  institution,  second  to  none  of  the  same  kind,  it  is 
confidently  asserted,  in  Great  Britain. 

The  Directors  of  former  years,  in  submitting  their  Keports  to  the 
public,  have  had  occasion  to  complain  of  the  limited  amount  of  funds 
placed  at  their  disposal,  and  of  the  difficulty  they  had  encountered  in 
raising  the  really  small  sum  which,  in  the  peculiar  circumstances  of 
the  charity,  is  necessary  to  effect  a  great  amount  of  good.  This  cause 
of  complaint  still  exists ;  and  the  Directors  apprehend  that  the  com- 
munity cannot  be  aware  of  the  benefits  which  the  Lying-in  Hospital  has 
been  the  means  of  conferring  upon  poor  women  in  child-bed  since  its 
commencement.  They  take  leave,  therefore,  to  state,  that  3,638  women 
have  been  attended  in  labour,  during  the  eight  years  that  it  has  existed, 
and  that  prompt  and  efficient  assistance  has  been  afforded  in  every 
case  of  difficulty,  whereby  many  lives  have  been  saved  which  must 
otherwise  have  been  lost. 

The  Directors  fear,  from  the  difficulty  they  have  encountered  in 
raising  the  necessary  funds,  that  an  impression  may  exist  that  the 
dissolute  only  resort  to  the  Hospital  for  attendance ;  and  though  they 
would  not  assert  that  none  such  receive  the  benefits  of  the  charity,  yet, 
after  a  pretty  minute  investigation,  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the 
number  is  comparatively  small,  and  that  the  great  majority  of  the 
patients  are  women  of  reputable  character,  such  as  have  recently 
become  widows,  or  who  have  been  deserted  by  worthless  husbands,  or 
who  are  sunk  in  the  depths  of  destitution. 

The  Directors  are  afraid  that  they  will  hardly  be  believed  when 
they  state  that,  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  charity,  upwards  of 
800  poor  females  have  been  attended  in  their  confinement  during  the 
last  year,  with  a  fatal  result  in  only  six  cases,  and  at  an  expense  short 
of  £200,  or  less  than  5s.  for  every  individual  so  relieved ;  and  which 
seems  still  more  incredible,  that,  in  the  large  and  pre-eminently  chari- 
table city  of  Glasgow,  the  support  afforded  them  from  all  sources  falls 
considerably  short  of  even  that  small  sum,  in  so  much  that  there  is 
danger  of  the  institution  breaking  down  from  want  of  funds.    Yet  both 
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these  facts  are  perfectly  true,  and,  they  feel  confident,  require  only  to 
be  known  in  order  to  call  forth  the  liberal  contributions  of  all  classes, 
and  especially  of  the  ladies  of  Glasgow,  distinguished  as  they  are  by 
their  sympathy  in  every  form  of  suffering,  and  their  zeal  in  the  cause 
of  philanthropy. 

The  Directors  return  thanks  to  the  contributors  and  subscribers,  and 
in  an  especial  manner  to  those  ladies  who,  by  a  seasonable  supply  of 
clothing  suitable  for  women  in  child-bed,  and  for  new-bom  children, 
have  enabled  them  to  provide  for  many  who  were  absolutely  destitute. 

The  Directors  return  thanks  to  the  office-bearers  of  the  institution 
for  their  gratuitous  servicjes ;  and  they  repeat  their  expression  of  satis- 
faction with  the  conduct  of  Mrs.  Thomson,  the  matron,  whose  attention 
to  her  duties  is  most  praiseworthy.

The  Directors  of  the  GIlasgow  University  Lying-in  Hospital,  in 
submitting  to  the  subscribers  and  contributors  to  tlie  Institution  this 
their  Ninth  Annual  Report,  have  the  satisfaction  of  again  congratulating 
them  upon  its  prosperity  as  a  medical  charity. 

During  the  year  ending  October  81st,  1848,  166  women  have  been 
delivered  in  the  Hospital,  548  at  their  own  homes,  making  the  number 
of  M^omen  for  whom  attendance  during  child-birth  has  been  provided  no 
fewer  than  714.  Advice  continues  to  be  given  at  the  Hospital  in  the 
diseases  peculiar  to  women  and  children,  and  upon  one  day  in  the  week 
vaccination  is  afforded  to  the  children  of  the  poor.  It  continues  to  be  a 
subject  of  regret  that  so  few  avail  themselves  of  ihis  means  of  security 
against  so  formidable  a  disease  as  unmodified  small-pox.  The  deaths 
occurring  after  child-birth,  during  the  past  year,  though  they  bear  no 
great  proportion  to  the  number  of  patients,  yet  they  exceed  those  of  any 
former  year.  Although  the  Directors  lament  that  this  should  be  the 
case,  they  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  the  increase  of  mortality 
does  not  arise  from  the  prevalence  of  diseases  peculiar  to  child-birth, 
nor  does  it  indicate  any  diminution  of  attention  upon  the  part  of  the 
medical  superintendence, — the  great  majority  of  the  fatal  cases  having 
occured  in  women  who,  at  the  time  of  their  confinement,  were  labouring 
under  the  prevailing  epidemic,  admission  having  been  sought,  and  attend- 
ance required  by  women  who  were  already  dying  of  fever.  The  actual 
deaths  from  puerperal  accidents  and  disease,  uncomplicated  with  fever, 
amount  to  five  only.    The  number  of  premature  labours  is  another 
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peculiarity  of  the  past  year,  a  circumstance  which  is  to  be  ascribed  to 
•the  prevailing  epidemic  likewise.  The  Directors  would  observe  that  the 
small  amount  of  mortality  from  true  child-bed  diseases,  the  great  num- 
ber of  patients  who  resort  to  the  Hospital  for  attendance,  afford  the 
best  proof  that  could  be  offered  of  the  great  care  which  is  bestowed  upon 
the  patients,  and  of  the  confidence  which  the  poor  entertain  of  the  humane 
attention  which  they  receive,  and  they  earnestly  trust  that  the  com- 
munity will  not  withhold  from  them  the  means  of  continuing  the  benefits 
which  this  charity  has  conferred  upon  so  many  of  their  suffering  fellow- 
creatures,  very  frequently  in  circumstances  of  extreme  destitution. 

The  Directors  return  their  thanks  to  the  contributors  and  subscribers 
to  the  Institution,  and  in  an  especial  manner  to  those  ladies  who,  by  a 
seasonable  supply  of  clothing  suitable  for  children  and  women  during 
their  confinement,  have  enabled  them  to  provide  for  many  of  those  who 
were  very  destitute. 

The  Directors  offer  their  thanks  to  the  Office- Bearers  for  their  gra- 
tuitous services.
